Your  Worship,  G-entlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1966  in  accordance  with  regulations 

5 (3)  and  13  (5)  of*  the  Public  Health  Officers  (Outside  London) 

Regulations  1959. 

The  statistics  of  the  Borough  continue  to  show  a satisfactory 
trend.  The  population  increased  by  a further  260  and  there  were  28 
more  births  than  last  year.  The  natural  increase  in  population  rose 
from  74  last  year  to  96.  The  birth  rate  rose  to  21,10  births  per  1000 
population  which  compares  vidth  18,87  in  1963.  Stillbirths  fell  from 

6 last  year  to  1;  the  death  rate  remains  about  the  same  as  last  year, 
but  infant  deaths  increased  to  a total  of  4 " ha.lf  of  these  being  due  to 
prematurity.  No  maternal  deaths  occurred  in  1966.  For  the  present 
year  the  Registrar  General  has  prepared  rates  for  England  & Yfales  which 
can  be  compared  with  those  in  the  Borough,  These  show  the  Borough 
birth,  death  and  infant  mortality  rates  higher  than  the  average  for  the 
country,  but  the  stillbirth  rate  is  much  lov/er.  Just  over  30%  of  deaths 
at  all  a.ges  were  due  to  Heart  Disease;  3%  had  a respiratory  cause;  IT^c 
were  from  Cardio  Vascular  Disease  of  the  Central  Nervous  System  and  13% 
from  all  forms  of  cancer.  An  equal  number  of  cancer  deaths  occurred  in 
the  common  sites  of  the  disease,  stoma.ch,  lungs  and  breast. 

As  in  previous  years  the  stea.dy  growth  of  new  housing 
continued;  32  Admiralty,  28  council  and  26  private  houses  were  erected. 

17  dwellings  v\rere  modernised  by  grants  and  housing  defects  were  remedied 
in  137  houses.  Food  hygiene  is  concerned  with  the  prepara.tion  of  clean, 
safe  food,  free  from  bacteria  able  to  cause  food  poisoning.  The  chain 
of  manufacture, storage,  distribution, and  preparation  is  so  complex  that 
aji5)le  opportunity  is  available  for  contamination  by  faulty  methods,  human 
carelessness,  or  insect  and  anima.l  despoila.tion.  During  the  year*  a 
number  of  food  premises  were  modernised  and  the  Inspectors  continued  their 
important  work  of  supervising  food  handlers  in  the  town.  9 complaints 
regarding  food  were  received  and  in  4 inst-ances  successful  action  was  taken 
in  the  Courts. 

Health  Screening  techniques  are  becoming  an  important  part  of 
preventive  medicine.  The  Mans  Miniature  X-Ray  Service  is  well  known 
ha.ving  been  available  since  the  inception  of  the  Na.tional  Health  Ser/ice. 

In  large  tovms  the  opportunity  for  members  of  the  public  to  have  a 
battery  of  screening  tests  annuadly  is  being  tried  out.  Other  schemes 
ho-ve  screened  large  popular tions  for  one  specific  defect  e.g.  sugar  in 
xirine.  Scrutiny  of  the  results  seem  to  cast  doubt  on  their  value  if 
applied  throughout  the  country,  Certa^inly  more  informa.tion  is  needed 
before  contemplating  them  for  towns  of  Helston' s size,  I feel  a more 
fruitful  approach  would  be  limited  screening  methods  within  individual 
practices.  The  new  Health  Centre  mil  offer  the  chance  of  developing 
these  ideas.  In  Helston  last  ye.ar  clinics  for  the  collection  of 
Cervical  Smears  for  cancer  tests  in  women  over  the  age  of  35  years 
started  in  March,  At  these  clinics  the  opportunity  is  taken  to  test 
urine  and  teach  those  attending  how  to  carry  out  a simple  examination 
of  the  breant.  There  has  been  a.  stea,dy  demand  for  this  service  which 
serves  the  Borough  and  it' s immediate  hinterland.  13  clinis  were  held 
during  the  9 months  at  which  210  women  attended. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  hospital  at  Treliske,  Truro,  the 
concept  of  a District  Hospital  came  into  being.  This  will  provide  an 
up-to-date  hospital  with  all  the  major  consultant  specialities  serving 
West  and  Central  Cornwall.  This  will  not  change  the  present  .arrangements 
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of  treatment  and  out-patient  facilities  at  the  West  Cornv^rall  Hospital, 
Penzance  for  residents  of  the  Borough.  Major  a.Gcidonts  will  still 
a.ttend  the  Casualty  Unit  at  the  Royal  Coinwall  Infirmary,  Truro.  The 
old  standing  problem  of  treatment  for  summer  visitors  in  Helston  v/ill 
still  remain  and  be  a source  of  annoyance  and  inconvenience  to  locaJ. 
residents  and  their  guests.  Dui'ing  the  height  of  the  sea.son  not  only 
dees  the  influx  of  visitors  place  a considerable  extra  b\irden  on  the 
establishment  of  the  hospital  services,  but  staff  a.re  depleted  when 
colleagues  are  on  holidayo  Over  the  lost  few  years  a number  cf  apposite 
comments  from  irrate  holiday  imakers  have  been  made  about  the  apparent 
inadequacy  of  treatment  fficilities  in  Helston.  This  problem  is  high- 
lighted during  the  holiday  season,  but  it  also  affects  residents  in  the 
LiZcard  Peninsula  throughout  the  year*.  Representa.tions  have  been  made 
by  the  Borough  Council  to  the  West  Cornwall  Hospital  Ma.na-gement  Committee. 
Now  that  Comwa.ll  presents  an  :’mage  as  a Tourists  Centre,  it  is  imperative 
that  health  services  are  oommensurate  with  the  population  they  serve. 

In  presenting  my  seventh  AnnuaJ.  Report  for  the  Borough  I wish 
t®  express  :-ny  thanks  for  the  support  of  the  Cha.irnian  of  the  Public 
Health  ajid  Housing  tJommittees,  members  of  the  Committees,  ' Officers 
of  the  Council  and  for  the  work  of  the  stai*f  in  the  Public  Her?.lth 
Department  and  the  Area  Health  Office.

Tour  Worship  and  Gentlemen, 

This  has  been  a year  in  which  progress  has  been  steady,  additional 
amenities  have  been  provided  and  a general  improvement  of  existing 
facilities. 

The  growth  of  Helston  continues  particularly  in  the  field  of  housing. 

The  town  has  a far  greater  percentage  of  new  houses  built  and  under 
construction  during  the  year  than  any  other  district  in  Cornwall,  This 
will  obviously  be  shovm  in  the  population  figure  for  1967. 

The  Council  provide  plots  for  sale  to  private  individuals  in 
Helston  and  due  to  the  success  of  this  scheme  plans  are  in  hand  to  develop 
16  acres  in  Porthleven  in  a similar  manner. 

There  has  been  continued  development  in  the  Osborne  Park  and 
Gwealhellis  areas  and  it  is  now  necessary  to  provide  a new  sewer  to  serve 
the  areas  beyond  Osborne  Park  to  the  new  industrial  site. 

Land  has  been  provided  for  industrial  purposes,  the  Board  of  Trade 
factory  has  been  built  and  will  be  in  operation  in  January  1967.  A 
further  site  has  been  sold  and  building  works  will  commence  early  in 
1967  It  is  evident  that  more  land  for  industrial  purposecwill  have  to 
be  bought „ 

Plans  are  in  hand  for  a further  extension  to  the  cattle  market 
by  the  provision  of  new  calf  pens. 

'Work  on  the  sewer  outfall  at  Porthleven  has  been  completed  except 
for  remedial  works  which  must  now  wait  for  favourable  conditions  early  in 

1967. 


Little  progress  has  been  made  on  the  new  scheme  for  Helston 
Sewage  Works  and  v/ith  the  ever  increasing  use  of  these  v/orks  it  is  becoming 
more  and  more  difficult  to  maintain  the  standard  required  by  the  Cornwall 
River  Authority. 

The  staff  continue  to  work  as  an  efficient  happy  unit  and  there 
are  no  staff  problems  even  though  the  work  handled  by  thei  department  is 
increasing  tremendously, 

Mythanks  are  due  to  the  M-ayor  Aldermen  and  Councillors  for  their 
assistance  and  understanding  during  the  past  year  and  to  the  staff  of  the 
department  for  their  efficiency,  co-operation  and  conscientious  manner 
they  have  carried  out  their  respective  duties.

A draft  Order  on  the  formation  of  a nev7  South  Cornwall  Water  Board 
has  been  approved,

2 Sewage  and  Sewerage  Disposal  Helston 

Helston  has  a sewage  v\/orks  consisting  of  detrituB  channels,  screens 
sedimentation  tanks,  storm  tanks  percolating  filters  sludge  beds 
and  humus  tanks,  the  final  effluent  being  discharged  to  a stream 
and  thence  to  the  River  Cober  The  works  are  still  overloaded^  and 
will  be^  due  to  extensive  development  in  housing  etc 

Further  w^orks  have  been  done  to  improve  facilities  at  these  Works  - 
the  whole  of  the  sludge  beds  have  been  re  laid  with  Naylor  Tiles  and 
plans  have  been  finalised  for  sludge  bed  covers  One  further  haimus 

tank  has  been  brought  into  use  culvert ing  of  the  Pengella  Stream 
alongside  the  Works  has  continued. 

Sewer  extensions  are  necessary  in  the  Osborne  Park  area  and  a 
survey  of  the  course  of  this  sewer  has  been  made  Difficulties 
are  being  experienced  in  the  Gwealdues  area  due  to  defective  3ev\?er 
causing  flooding  during  periods  of  heavy  rain.  It  is  thought  that 
this  sewer  will  ha,ve  to  be  re-laid, 

3 „ Sewage  and  Sewerage  Disposal  - Porthleven, 

V/ork  has  continued  on  the  new  sev;er  outfall  across  the  rocks  to  the 
sea  at  Porthleven.  Difficulties  are  being  experienced  on  tidal  work 
and  in  heavy  seas.  The  full  length  of  the  sewer  is  complete  but 
a great  deal  of  remedial  works  are  necessarj’-  Plans  have  been  made 
to  bring  into  the  V/heal  Rose  area  some  I50  new  properties. 

4.  Trade  Effluent, 

The  blood  pit  arrests  the  blood  from  the  slaughterhouse  and  this  is 
pumped  clean  at  weekly  intervals  Difficulties  have  been  experienced 
in  the  disposal  of  blood.,  particularly  in  wet  weather.  It  is  hoped 
that  better  arrangements  will  be  made  for  disposal  in  196?,

Each  Health  Visitor  is  responsible  for  the  welfare  of  all  the 
fam:ilies  with  whom  she  deals,  and  when  she  feels  that  a family  needs 
d, ay-to-day  support  in  their  home  beca,use  of  major  or  multiple  social 
problems,^  she  enlists  the  help  of  the  Family  Welfare  Worker*  Two 
Family  Welfare  Workers  vi^ork  in  the  He Iston/Kerrier  area.

mFECTIQN  IN  SCHOOLS. 

Helston  Schools,  2 casps  of  jaundice  were  notified  from  the  Infant 
Schools  in  May,  1 case  of  '^erinon  Hie ed.es  occurred  in  July  and  4 in  November. 

7 cases  of  Chicken  Fox  were  absent  from  school  in  November  and  in  December 
26  cases  of  Measles  occurred. 

Porthleven  Schools.  2 cases  of  -i<;arlet  '3'ever  were  notified  from  the 
schools  in  each  month  of  the  last  quarter  of  the  year.  In  November  and 
December  3 cases  of  oerman  Measles  occurred.  Chicken  Mox  commenced  in 
September  with  10  cases,  the  next  month  a peak  of  109  pupils  v/ere  absent 
from  school,  reducing  to  92  in  November.  A further  20  cases  were  notified 
in  December. 

LEPROSY. 

The  Public  Health  Leprosy  (Regulations  1966)  came  into  force  on  1st 
March,  1966,  and  replaced  the  Public  Hea.lth  Leprosy  (Regulations  195l)»  The 
new  Regulations  apply  to  Leprosy  the  provision  of  the  Public  Health  Acts 
1936-1961  for  preventing  the  spread  of  disease  and  in  particular  they  set  out 
the  requirements  for  the  notification  of  this  disease.  No  known  cases  exist 
in  the  Borough  Council. 

RADIO-ACTIVE  SUBSTANCES  ACT,  I960; 

This  Act  is  concerned  with  the  control  of  accumulation  and  disposal 
of  radio-active  wastes  and  the  registration  of  premises  in  respect  uf  the 
care  and  use  of  radio-active  materials.  No  sources  are  used  industrially 
or  in  the  hospitals  in.  the  Borough. 
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
